Aimed for the Pole. 


The best thing: he could possibly 
do was to hit the telephone pole. 
This he struck with one of his 
wings, the force of the impact turn- 
ing the machine ‘round so that 
the wingk on the other side came 
in contact with the ground, and 
the plane came ta a stop, only 
thirty yards from n live wire. 

Fortunately the undercarriage 
and wheels remained) undamaged, 
und Mr. Ford does not anticipate 
any trouble in getting speedy re- 
pairs effected.

the close of the Eighteenth 
Century. Many fine regiments 
would never have been mustered, 
but for the French Revolution and 
the Corsican. : 

Duncan Campbell, 8th Lochnell, 
acting for the Duke of Argyll. 
gathered the fighting Campbells 
into the 91at Highlanders in 1794, 
Fifteen of the original oflleera bore 
the family name. The Regiment 
wore the Clan tartan, with hose 
of the red and white “cathdath” 
or battle’ colour. In 1872, fn 
honour of the. marriage of — the 
Marquess of -Lorne to Princes 
Louise, the 91xat became Princess 
Louise’a Argyllshire Hightanders. 
They received at the same time the 
bour’a bead crest.of the Dukes of 
Argyll with its mdtto, "Ne obli- 
viscaris.” 

Five years later than their pre- 
sent Ist Battalian, the men of 
Sutherland banded into the 93rd, 
The Regiment was raiged in’ good 
highland fashion, with snaff mull 
whiskey jar, Reluctant 
mothers were pacified with — the 
promise that all their sons #hould 
be sergeants, Into Fort George 
they marched by parish | Kroups, 
Among them came “Big Sam Me- 
Donald,” six, foat ten of hin Sam 
was an old Fenelble man: many of 
them were---and marched for many 
years at the head of the 93rd lend- 
ing a huge red deer,

The men oof the 93rd were 
officially described ay “not over- 
big, bat stout.” the historian being: 
cureful to explain that the last 
word means merely sturdy. The 
aame writer tella how, in Plymouth, 
in 1814, so economical were — the 
men that £500 of their savings 
was deposited ino one bank alene. 
“Men like these.’ says he. ‘did 
credit to the country of their

The Argyllshire omen made 
South Africa their own particular 
business.
